A.)  A Team  of  FOIA  Coordinators  will  be  working  with  ORC  to  make  assignment  and 
tasking  determinations.  OCPI  will  be  consulted  before  releasing  FOIA  responsive 
documents. 


B.)  We  are  working  with  HQ  FOIA  staff  to  consolidate  2 Multi-regional  FOIAs  to  provide 
a single  FOIA  response  from  the  agency. 


1 . )  Consolidate  FOIAs  ending  in  009764(HQ),  009765(R6),  009766(R8)  & 009767(R9) 
and  respond  under  FOIA  009766(R8). 

2. )  Consolidate  FOIAs  ending  in  009776(HQ),  and  009777(R8)  and  respond  under 
009777(R8). 


After  consolidating  these  FOIAs  into  single  responses,  all  Gold  King  Mine  Release 
related  FOIAs  will  be  responded  to  by  Region  8 FOIA  Office. 


C.)  The  Regional  FOIA  Officer  is  ensuring  all  responses  are  coordinated  with  Region  8
